Fate ofpark 
up in the air

Calls are already coming in from 
private developers, asking if and 
when the soon-to-be shuttered 
Exhibition Park will go to market. 

Nova Scotia’s Department of 
Transportation and Infrastructure 
Renewal announced Thursday 
the iconic arena, home to such 
events as the Maritime Fall Fair 
and various commercial show¬ 
cases, will be shut down perma¬ 
nently come mid-November. 

Stephen Mackenzie, manager 
of acquisitions and disposal with 
the department, said it’s still 
only the beginning stages of the 
divestment process, which starts 
with exploring interest levels of 


potential buyers. 

“First we do public, and if 
there’s no interest then we do 
private,” he said Thursday. 

By next week, a surplus no¬ 
tice will be issued to different 
levels of government that then 
decide whether or not to “kick 
the tires” around the idea of 
acquisition, he said. 

City spokesperson Jennifer 
Stairs said Thursday it’s too early 
yet to comment, but it is the 
city’s “duty to explore when a 
unique land holding becomes 
available.” 

Mackenzie said there is no 
timeline as to when the site will 
be opened to the private sector, 
but estimated to having a sense 
of governmental interest by mid- 
September. 

“It’ll all depend on what inter¬ 
est comes forward, right?” So far, 
he said, at least three private de¬ 
velopers have called in regards to 
the property. Mackenzie said the 
appraised value of the 112-acre 
site is between $5 and $6 million.

Podcast is 'as good as a cure’

Jeremie Saunders is dying. 

And so are you, but you 
shouldn’t let it get you down. 

“No matter if you’re sick or 
not, we’re all dying. 

“And if you just take a mo¬ 
ment to actually sit with that, 
it could have some really pro¬ 
found effects on how you live 
your life,” Saunders said Thurs- 
day. 

The 27-year-old actor and 
yogi is sick. 

He has cystic fibrosis: a fatal, 
genetic disease with no cure 
that affects the lungs, intes¬ 
tines and immune system. 

As a form of therapy, Saun¬ 
ders and two friends, Taylor 
MacGillivary and Brian Stever, 
started Sickboy Podcast. 

The concept: “Sick people 
talk about what it’s like to be 
sick,” but in a comedic way, 
not a “heavy” one. 

Each episode will feature a 
different guest — someone else 
like Saunders suffering from a 
serious disease. 

Saunders said the conversa¬ 
tions can get “introspective” 
sometimes, but the three co¬ 
hosts find ways to keep it light. 

“It’s sort of like a roller 


coaster — an up and down — 
of emotions when you’re lis¬ 
tening to the podcast,” he said. 

Some people may find their 
sense of humour off-putting, 
Saunders warned, “due to jok¬ 
ing about things like fatal ill¬ 
nesses like cystic fibrosis or 
brain cancer.” 

“But as someone who lives 
with a chronic and fatal dis¬ 
ease, those moments of laugh¬ 
ter are... it’s like a cure. It’s as 
good as a cure,” he said.

Saunders — whose parents 
were told he wouldn’t make it 
to 25 — wasn’t always so open 
about his illness, at least not 


to strangers, not wanting his 
illness to define him. 

“I wanted people to know 
me for me, and then later on, 
find out that I’m dealing with 
this illness, but I’m starting to 
realize now that I have this 
stoiy that I can share that is 
actually really inspirational.” 

“I feel like I have this obliga¬ 
tion to share that, not only to 
inspire and help other people 
who are ill, but also people 
who are healthy.” 


The trio has three episodes 
already finished, and guests 
lined up for fourth and fifth 
episodes. 

After launching their web¬ 
site and a blog post Wednesday, 
they’ve had potential guests 
from all over the world email¬ 
ing, hoping to be on the pod¬ 
cast. 

Saunders said he’s “over¬ 
whelmed,” yet grateful for the 
outpouring of support he’s 
had on social media since the 


website launched, especially 
considering they’ve yet to re¬ 
lease episode one. 

He said the podcast is a pas¬ 
sion project, and it’s been a 
joy to create. 

“I hope that whoever does 
listen to it can find just as 
much, if not more joy from 
listening to it.” 

The first episode will be up 
on iTunes on Sept. 17, right 
after a launch party at a yet- 
to-be-decided location.

Although the impending closure 
of Exhibition Park may mean 
the end of an era for many Hah- 
gonians, it’s a fresh start for an 
old favourite. 

For the past decade, the Mari¬ 
time Fall Fair has been drifting 
farther away from its agricul¬ 
tural roots, said David Logie, 
co-chair of the fair’s steering 
committee. 

At one time the fair was host 
to various agricultural compe¬ 
titions and product showcases, 
but now, he said has become 
“just a horse show with some 
entertainment.” 

“All of the things that we pro¬ 
duce in the province should 
be represented at that fair and 
they’re not,” Logie said Thurs- 
day. 


“But they will be again.” 

Reviving the agricultural 
component of the fair is perhaps 
the silver hning for the commit¬ 
tee that decided to cancel this 
year’s event after the province 
announced its Exhibition Park 
venue has significant structural 


deficiencies and would close 
mid-November. 

“We understand that this 
is disappointing news for our 
chents and the community,” a 
spokesperson from Trade Cen¬ 
tre Limited said in an email to 
Metro Halifax Thursday. 


The crown corporation trans¬ 
ferred the prope^ to the prov¬ 
ince after a building assessment 
revealed it would cost $9 milhon 
to upgrade the facihty, including 
roof repairs due to last winter’s 
snowfall. 

Under the Trade Centre Lim¬ 


ited’s management, Logie said 
he and other vendors agreed 
the fair’s programming had 
become repetitive. 

“Everyone just complains 
eveiy year about the cost of be¬ 
ing there and how our program 
has just gone downhill,” said

P.E.l- based Jasmine Bastarache, 
who is an annual vendor at the 
fair with her horse and riding 
apparel business. 

Although she’s disappoint¬ 
ed to hear this year’s event 
has been called of, she 
said after last year’s attendance 
levels and sales she was on the 
fence about attending at all. 

“It’s just not worth it,” she 
said Thursday. 

By fall 2016, Logie hopes to 
change that. 

He said his dream is to return 
to a newly renovated Exhibition 
Park because it’s a one-of-a-kind 
venue that allows for the entire 
exhibition to be under one roof, 
sparing the event from unco¬ 
operative weather. 

“That’s the place to have the 
fair, there isn’t any question 
about that.”

The final books for fiscal 2014- 
15 saw the Nova Scotia govern¬ 
ment register a $143.7 million 
deficit — a figure $135.3 mil¬ 
lion lower than forecast in the 
2014 budget. 

The Finance Department, 
which released financial state¬ 
ments Thursday for the fiscal 
year that ended March 31, said 
the improvement was largely 
due to reduced departmental 
expenses and increased income 
and sales taxes. 

Government revenue was 
$172.5 million higher than 
budgeted mainly due to $110 
million from the so-called prior 
year adjustment. 

The money is the province’s 
share of federal tax revenues 
from previous years that are 
finally paid out. 

Finance Minister Randy 
Delorey acknowledged that 
the figure is largely beyond 
the control of his depart¬ 
ment, which can only make 
a best guess when it tables any 
budget. He pointed out that 
in the previous fiscal year the 
government received $250 mil¬ 
lion less than it had estimated. 

“We must forecast and mod¬ 
el as best we can and we must 
continue to be diligent in those 
items that are largely within 
our control,” Delorey said. 

However, total expenses 
were up $92.7 million from 
the budget estimate, partly due 
to an increase in spending in 
some departments and $131.5 


million in extra costs for things 
such as snow clearing and en¬ 
vironmental cleanups. 

Progressive Conservative fi¬ 
nance critic Tim Houston said 
it’s clear the finances would 
have been worse without the 
extra money from Ottawa. 

Houston said he’d like to 
see the finances improving be¬ 
cause of an improved economy. 

“That’s not the case,” he 
said. “We are seeing the fi¬ 
nances improving because of 
a windfall.” 

Acting NDP Leader Maureen 
MacDonald also picked up the 
theme and questioned whether 
the government’s fiscal direc¬ 
tion is sustainable. She said the 
Liberals have chosen to hold 


off on things such as open¬ 
ing more long-term care beds 
and filling vacant government 
positions. 

“At some point you have to 
bite the bullet around that,” 
said MacDonald. 

But Delorey, who was only 
appointed to his portfolio in 
last week’s cabinet shuffle, said 
he believes the government’s 
fiscal plan is working. 

“There is still a lot of work 
to be done to get to a balanced 
budget, however we are confi¬ 
dent we are on the right track,” 
he said. 

The government forecasted 
a deficit of $97.6 million for 
2015-16 in its budget tabled in

Tribunal says tribal band 
interfered with woman’s work 


A Canadian Human Rights tri¬ 
bunal says a native band in 
Nova Scotia retaliated against a 
woman who fought to become 
a fishing boat captain. 

In a recent decision, the 
tribunal says the Millbrook 
First Nation interfered with the 
work Stacey Tabor was doing 
on a fisheries research team. 

It also found the band made 
it difficult for Tabor to access 
funding to upgrade her quali¬ 
fications and education. 


The tribunal dismissed sev¬ 
eral other allegations Tabor 
made about the band’s treat¬ 
ment of her. 

Tabor argued that the band 
retaliated against her because 
of an earlier complaint she 
filed with the tribunal alleging 
Millbrook denied her a job 
in the fishery because of her 
gender.

Health minister 
seeks publie’s 
help with new 
eare strategy 

The Nova Scotia government 
is looking for public feedback 
as it develops a continuing 
care plan for seniors which 
includes the possibility of 
user fees and direct funding. 

On Thursday, Health Min¬ 
ister Leo Glavine released 
Continuing Care: A Path to 
2017 to guide discussions for 
the eventual policy. 

The document recommends 
areas of focus based on an 
evaluation of the original con¬ 
tinuing care strategy from 
2006. 

It proposes changing the 
placement policy to give 
priority to people with the 
highest needs, using perform¬ 
ance-based contracts for care 
providers, and considering 
giving people money directly 
to buy needed services. 

Clavine said the plan is to 
revamp a system that is not 
sustainable as demand in¬ 
creases with the province’s 
rapidly aging population. 

“The demand that will 
come at us in the next quarter 
century is indeed immense,” 
said Clavine. 

“This is why working on 
efficiencies now will enable 
us to develop a sustainable 
system.” 

With nearly 8,000 long¬ 
term care beds in the system 
the province said as recently 
as May that more than 2,000 
people remain on the wait¬ 
ing list. 

Currently seniors comprise 
about 17 per cent of the prov¬ 
ince’s population, but that 
number is expected to grow 
to 22 per cent over the next 
eight years, according to the 
planning document. 


Clavine said the province 
has to find the best value for 
money as it continues to place 
priority on shifting people 
from long-term to home care. 
He said that will involve re¬ 
vamping contracts with agen¬ 
cies that provide services. 

“In terms of a sustainable 
price-point for an hour of 
service we are not there,” 
Clavine said. 

He said the lowest-cost 
care providers in the prov¬ 
ince charge $23.07 an hour 
less than the highest cost. 

Clavine said there will also 
be an examination of user-fee 
structures, although there 
are no details of what kind 
of fees are being contem¬ 
plated. 

He said there are no plans 
for “across the board” fees, 
and those proposed would 
only be based on income 
“where appropriate.” 

A number of the issues dis¬ 
cussed in the plan have previ¬ 
ously been floated publicly. 

As a result, both the Pro¬ 
gressive Conservatives and 
NDP were more interested 
in pointing out that there’s 
still no plan in place despite 
a 100 day review launched by 
the government at the end of 
January 2014. 

“They are punting it as far 
into the future as they pos¬ 
sibly can while seniors con¬ 
tinue to wait, whether it’s for 
long-term care facilities or 
home care,” said Tory health 
critic Chris d’Entremont.

for more research instead of 
tougher regulations and en¬ 
forcement. 

“We cannot wait years for 
research to give us the data 
and then have changes imple¬ 
mented,” Sue Scott said in an 
interview from St. Andrews, 
N.B. 

“Research is important but 
we have known for about 15 
years about the impact of 
(farmed salmon) escapees on 
wild Atlantic salmon. We’ve 


been out there with the data 
and it hasn’t made much of an 
impact on the government or 
the industry to improve oper¬ 
ations.” 

The Halifax-based Ecology 
Action Centre, which is also 
opposed to ocean-based salmon 
farming, says there should be 
more of an emphasis on land- 
based, closed-containment fish 
farming. 

Rob Johnson, the centre’s 
sustainable seafood co-ordin¬ 


ator, said a new aquaculture 
act could be used to water 
down existing regulations in 
the name of clearing red tape. 

“The need is for stronger 
regulation and enforcement,” 
he said. 

“It’s going the other way 
and deferring to industry self¬ 
regulation ... The priority is 
pushed off onto research rather 
than stronger regulations and 
enforcement that we know we 
need now.” the Canadian press

The tradition of holding two televised leaders' debates, the 
pivotal point of modern election campaigns, will not apply 
this time. The Conservatives upended that tradition last spring 
by announcing that Harper would not participate in the one 
French and one English debate sponsored by a consortium 
of broadcasters. Instead, there will be a series of at least four 
debates sprinkled throughout the campaign and sponsored by 
a variety of sources, starting Aug. 6 with a debate sponsored 
by Maclean's magazine. 

O Ready, set, vote 


Under legislation passed 
by the Harper government 
last year, voters will need 
to produce identification 
that shows where they live 
before being allowed to 
cast ballots. As well, vot¬ 
er information cards sent 
to all electors by Elections 
Canada will no longer be 
considered valid pieces of 
ID. Electoral experts have 
warned these two meas¬ 
ures could disenfranchise 
tens of thousands of vot¬ 
ers, particularly the elderly, 
young people and aborig¬ 
inals who are least likely to 
have proof of address.

Cairo court delays 
journalist’s verdict 


Conservative cabinet ministers 
shied away Thursday from ques¬ 
tions about Health Canada’s de¬ 
cision to approve the abortion 
drug known as RU-486. 

Justice Minister Peter MacKay 
declined to comment on the 
decision during a stop in Cal- 
gaiy to make an unrelated an¬ 
nouncement. 

“Oh gosh. 1 think that would 
best be directed to (Health) Min¬ 
ister (Rona) Ambrose,” he said. 

“It is an issue of course for 
women, families, Canadians 
everywhere, but 1 think your 
question would best be directed 
to Health Canada. Personal 


opinions are best kept per¬ 
sonal.” 

Health Canada confirmed 
late Wednesday that it has ap¬ 
proved the drug for use here, a 
decision that comes two-and-a- 
half years after the manufactur¬ 
er’s application was submitted. 

Women will need to obtain 
a prescription from a doctor to 
purchase the pill. 

Ambrose told reporters in St. 
Albert, Alta., that the decision 
did not rest with her. 

“It’s out of my hands and 
the decision is final,” she said. 

“Any of those details you 
would have to speak to the of¬ 


ficials at Health Canada and the 
scientists that actually manage 
the regulatory approval process. 
I’m not involved in it.” 

Ambrose cancelled two 
events scheduled for Thurs¬ 
day afternoon and Friday in 
Edmonton and area. No reason 
was given. 

A Conservative MP from Sas¬ 
katchewan strongly condemned 
the government for approving 
the drug. 

The RU-486 drug has been 
available since 1988 in France 
and was approved for use in the 
United States in 2000. 

Vicki Saporta, CEO of the

Mohamed Fahmy’s legal saga 
was drawn out further on 
Thursday as an Egyptian court 
abruptly postponed a much-an¬ 
ticipated verdict in his widely 
denounced terror trial.

now see him return to a Cairo 
court on Aug. 2.

The delay means more anx¬ 
ious anticipation for Fahmy, 
who admitted a postponement 
of a verdict was not one of the 
outcomes he had prepared for.

MISSING AIRCRAFT 

Investigators 
say washed-up 
wing part from 
a Boeing 777 

A sea-crusted wing part that 
washed up on an island in the 
western Indian Ocean may be 
the first trace of Malaysia Airlines 
Flight 370 since it vanished near¬ 
ly a year and a half ago — and 
a tragic but finally solid clue to 
one of aviation’s most perplexing 
and expensive mysteries. 

Malaysia’s prime minister said 
Thursday the debris found on the 
French island of Reunion will 
be sent for investigation to the 
French city of Toulouse, hub of 
the European aviation industry. 

“We have had many false 
alarms before, but for the sake 
of the families who have lost 
loved ones and suffered such 
heartbreaking uncertainty, I pray 
that we will ^d out the tmth so 
that they may have closure and 
peace,” Najib Razak said on his 
personal blog. 

Najib promised to make any 
new mformation public quickly. 


Air-safety investigators — one 
of them a Boeing investigator — 
have identified the component 
as a “flaperon” from the trailing 
edge of a Boeing 777 wing, a U.S. 
official said. Flight 370, which 
disappeared March 8, 2014 with 
239 people on board, is the only 
777 known to be missing. 


The piece could help investi¬ 
gators figure out how the plane 
crashed, but whether it will help 
search crews pinpoint the rest of 
the wreckage is unclear, given 
the complexity of the currents in 
the sou^em Indian Ocean and 
how much time has elapsed since 
the plane disappeared. 


“It’s the first real evidence that 
there is a possibihty that a part 
of the aircraft may have been 
found,” said Australian Transport 
Minister Warren Truss, whose 
countiy is leading the search 
for the plane in a remote patch 
of ocean far off Austraha’s west

Scientists say the Philae space 
probe has gathered data sup¬ 
porting the theoiy that comets 
can serve as cosmic laboratories 
in which some of the essential 
elements for life are assembled. 

Philae, which is part of the 
European Space Agency’s Ros¬ 
etta mission, used two separate 
instruments to “sniff” for mol¬ 
ecules during its bumpy land¬ 
ing on comet 67P/Churyumov- 
Gerasimenko last November. 

In an article pubhshed Thurs¬ 
day in the journal Science, re¬ 
searchers said they spent months 
analyzing the data and conclud¬ 
ed that 67P contains at least 
16 organic compounds. Four of 
them, including acetone, hadn’t 
been detected on a comet before. 

“Comets are loaded with all 
the raw materials like water, 
C02, methane, ammonia, need¬ 
ed to assemble more complex 
organic molecules, perhaps 
sparked by UV-photons from 
the sun or cosmic rays or in the 
shock that occurs when a comet 
hits the surface of a planet hke 
the young Earth,” said Mark Mc- 
Caughrean, a senior scientific 
adviser at the European Space 
Agency. 

It’s not yet known whether

the complex molecules found 
in 67P were made in the early 
solar system and then incorpor¬ 
ated into the comet or formed 
there later, he said. “Either way, 
it seems that comets are pretty 
good places to find the building 
blocks of molecules which later 
on could be used for life.” 

McCaughrean, who wasn’t 
directly involved in the study, 
dismissed recent reports that 
evidence of life itself had been 
found on the comet. 

But he said the prebiotic com¬ 
pounds that were detected might 
be coaxed into even more com¬ 
plex molecules such as amino 
acids, including by a planetary

Alleged attacker 
guilty of similar 
charges in 2005 

An ultra-Orthodox Jewish man 
Itmged into a group of revelers 
leading Jerusalem’s annual gay 
pride parade and stabbed six of 
them Thursday evening as they 
marched in the holy city, Israeli 
pohce and witnesses said. 

The alleged attacker, Yishai 
Schhssel, had recently been re¬ 
leased from prison after serv¬ 
ing a term for stabbing several 
people at a gay pride parade in 


2005, police spokeswoman Luba 
Samri said, adding that he was 
arrested at the scene of Thurs¬ 
day’s attack. 

Eh Bin of Israel’s emergency 
service said six young people 
were wounded in the attack, 
two of them seriously. 

The annual parade was pro¬ 
ceeding as planned when the 
crowd’s joyful chants gave way 
to screams. Panic ensued, and a 
bloody woman feU to the ground, 
an Associated Press photographer 
at the scene said.

Officer 
pleads 
not guilty 
to murder 

A white U.S. police officer who 
shot a black motorist after stop¬ 
ping him over a missing licence 
plate pleaded not guilty Thurs¬ 
day to charges of murder and 
voluntary manslaughter. 

The July 19 death of 43-year- 
old Samuel DuBose in Cincin¬ 
nati, Ohio, comes amid months 
of national scrutiny of police 
dealings with African-Amer¬ 
icans, especially those killed 
by officers. 

Officer Ray Tensing, 25, 
appeared at his arraignment 
Thursday wearing a striped 
jail suit, with his hands cuffed 
behind him. 

When Judge Megan 
Shanahan set bond at $1 mil¬ 
lion, people in the courtroom 
audience cheered and the judge 
rebuked them. The judge re¬ 
jected the defence attorney’s 
contention that Tensing wasn’t 
at a flight risk. 

Tensing’s attorney Stewart 
Mathews said that there are 
two sides to the case and that 
the much-viewed body cam¬ 
era video of the stop can be 
interpreted differently from 
the prosecutor’s version. 

Mathews described Tens¬ 
ing, who is due back in court 
in August, as “very depressed” 
and “in shock at this point,” 
adding that Tensing has felt 
“like he’s been run over by 
a train from the state of the 
case and it continues.” Tens¬ 
ing, who could face up to life 
in prison if convicted, has said 
he thought he was going to 
be dragged under the car and 
“feared for his life,” according 
to Mathews. 

Authorities so far have not 
focused on race in the death of 
DuBose. But city officials who 
viewed video footage released 
from Tensing’s body camera 
said the traffic stop shouldn’t 
have led to a shooting. 

“This officer was wrong,” 
Cincinnati Police Chief Jef¬ 
frey Blackwell said Wednes¬ 
day, adding that officers “have 
to be held accountable” when 
they’re in the wrong.

New CEO 
cutting costs 
amid slumping 
sales abroad 

Bombardier said it will delay the 
debut of a new business jet it had 
touted as an example of its for¬ 
ward thinking as it annoimced 
plans Thursday to cut costs amid 
a drop in profits. 

After his first full quarter at 
the helm, CEO Alain Bellemare 
said he has a stronger grasp of 
what the company needs to do 
to turn around and it is looking 
to reduce the cost of making its 
planes and trains. 

“After five months on the job, 
I have a better understanding of 
our challenges and opportun¬ 
ities,” said Bellemare, who took 
over in Febmaiy, on a conference 
call with investors. 

“We are taking specific ac¬ 
tion, including the launch of our 
Bombardier transformation plan, 
a disciplined approach to cash 
management and the strength¬ 
ening of our leadership team to 
reshape the company and ensure 


our long-term success.” 

The company said the debut of 
its new Global 7000 business jet 
will be delayed until 2018, two 
years after its original schedule of 
2016. Bellemare said a review of 
the project was nearly complete 
and that the first test-flight plane 


is currently being assembled in 
Toronto. 

Bombardier reported a second- 
quarter profit of $125 million 
US, down from $155 million a 
year ago, as a stronger U.S. dol¬ 
lar hurt revenue. 

Chief financial ofiicer Pierre 


Alaiy said falling demand for its 
business jets from China and Rus¬ 
sia helped drag down its profits, 
but the company expects de¬ 
mand to rebound in the second 
half of the year. 

Net orders for its business air¬ 
planes fell to eight during the

second quarter from 30 a year 
earlier, the company said, while 
orders for its commercial aircraft 
fell to three from 18 last year. 

In May, the company said it 
would cut about 1,750 employees 
in Montreal, Toronto and Ireland, 
citing the same weak demand 
for its business jets. 

Bombardier is looking for new 
options for its rail business as it 
prepares an initial public ofier- 
ing for a minority stake in the 
division. Bellemare said the com¬ 
pany is open to an alternative 
but it is not considering selling 
the entire rail unit. 

The plane and train maker, 
which keeps its books in U.S. 
dollars, said revenue totaled $4.6 
billion for the quarter, compared 
with $4.9 billion in the same 
quarter last year. However, ex¬ 
cluding the impact of foreign 
exchange, revenue was up two 
per cent.

Nokia sees second quarter growth 


Nokia enjoyed a solid 60 per cent 
rise in net profit in the second 
quarter, with a good performance 
in its core networks division sug¬ 
gesting the Finnish company is 
succeeding in turning its business 
around since selling its handsets 
operation to Microsoft in 2013. 

Hannu Rauhala, senior analyst 
at Pohjola Bank, said the figures 
dispelled fears among investors 
that Nokia would suffer from a 
general sluggishness in global 
network business. 

The profit of347 million euros 
($383 million) beat expectations 
and Nokia’s stock jumped more 
than 9 per cent to 6.51 euros in 
midday Helsinki trading. 

Overall sales in the period 
increased 9 per cent to 3.2 bil¬ 
lion euros, helped by currency 
fluctuations but also increased 
demand for software in mobile

broadband and global services. 

“It was a good performance for 
Nokia, and I think markets had 
been worried that it too would 
have shown signs of the general 
slowdown in the industiy,” Rau¬ 
hala said. 

Nokia said that the networks 


unit, which accounts for 85 per 
cent of total revenue, was ex¬ 
pected to see growth of some 8 
to 11 per cent for the fuU year. 
It also expects improvement in 
the other two remaining sectors.

IMF hesitating on third bailout 


An International Monetary Fund 
ofiicial says the IMF cannot par¬ 
ticipate in another Greek bailout 
until Greece and its creditors 
make difficult decisions on eco¬ 
nomic reforms and debt relief 
Briefing reporters on condi¬ 
tion of anonymity, the official 
says Greece needs to commit 


to reforms and creditors must 
provide debt relief — extending 
loan terms or reducing the debt 
outright—that will allow Greece 
to pay its bills over time. 

“It’s always been clear the IMF 
will only come in once these 
conditions are in place,” he said, 
suggesting that point is months 


away. 

Still, the fund is participating 
in ongoing debt talks. 

The IMF has said Greece’s 
debts are likely to rise to 200 
per cent of its economic output 
in the next two years, a burden 
the fund calls unsustainable.

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We may need to see 
the perils of smart 
weapons to believe 



We've always excelled at 
imagining our own demise. 

It's cathartic to sink into 
a story of ultimate despair, 
then emerge to see that it's 
not that bad, yet. No need to 
worry. 

But the heavy brains of the 
world aren't just worrying, 
but urging us to wake up and 
smell the impending doom. 

Top artificial-intelligence 
researchers and science 
figures, including Elon Musk 
and Stephen Hawking, issued 
a dire warning this week. 

Artificial intelligence is "the 
third revolution in warfare, 
after gunpowder and nuclear 
arms," they wrote in an open 
letter. "The key question for 
humanity today is whether to 
start a global Al arms race or 
to prevent it from starting." 

"Experts warn of killer 
robots," shouted the head¬ 
lines. Enter your preferred 
pop-culture reference (mine's 
The Matrix). 

At the University of Alberta, 
computer science professor 
Csaba Szepesvari was one 
of the letter's signatories. He 
studies how computers can 
process data in a way that 
lets them learn and make 
decisions, a critical step to 
operating intelligently and 
independently of humans. 

With Al, "War becomes 
quite a different game," he 
said. "Compassionate deci¬ 
sions are removed." 

It's not a matter of termin¬ 
ator cyborgs, necessarily; 
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Al technology is becoming 
cheap and accessible enough 
that something more rudi¬ 
mentary but no less deadly 

— like a quadrotor armed with 
a bomb — could appear in 
years, not decades. 

"The scariest part of it is 
you start to give it auton¬ 
omy," Szepesvari said. Then, 
imagine it's infected by a bug 

— or hacked. 

The signatories envision a 
different future, one in which 
Al is used for good. 

Computers could design, 
execute and analyze their own 
experiments. Autonomous 
cars are here, and researchers 
have been developing Al ro¬ 
bots to respond to disasters. 

"There is a lot of hype 
around Al and a lot of mis¬ 
understanding," Szepesvari 
said. Killer robots aren't going 
to wipe out humans in 10 
years, he noted, but "Aver¬ 
age folk should pressure their 
governments to prevent this 
arms race." 

I'm not sure I trust militar¬ 
ies to resist the temptation, 
or at the very least, I have 
a bad case of the cynicals. 
Industrialized societies seem 
addicted to invention and 
allergic to preparing for the 
consequences. Many turning 
points in climate-change 
action came only after people 
began to witness its effects. 
When it comes to the peril of 
Al weapons, will we need to 
see it to believe it? 

And then, will it be too late?

It’s not just 
nostalgia for 
pre-CG days, 
stunts impress 



Check the IMDB page for Mis¬ 
sion: Impossible — Rogue Na¬ 
tion. You’ll learn that Tom Cruise 
clung to the outside of an Air¬ 
bus A400M at an elevation of 
5000 feet, held his breath for 
six minutes underwater and 
performed dangerous driving 
scenes all without the aid of an 


on-camera strmtperson. 

It’s not that he is tiying to 
break the stunt union or put 
anyone out of work. Instead it is 
Cruise’s commitment to making 
sure the stunts in his films have 
a true, palpable sense of danger 
to them. 

Much of what we see on 
screen these days is computer 
generated, illusions made up of 
bits and bytes, but many of the 
truly eye catching images we’ve 
seen iu movies this summer were 
created the old fashioned way. 

Remember the “car drop” 
scene from Fmious 7? Stunt co¬ 
ordinator (and former Knight 
Rider stunt driver) Jack Gill ac¬ 
tually arranged for autos to be 
launched out of a C-130 Hercules 
four-engine turboprop mihtaiy 
transport aircraft. They shot the 
scene twice. First aerial photog¬ 


raphers in parachutes followed 
the cars as they dove from an 
altitude of 12,000 feet and then 
again from 8000 feet to get heh- 
copter shots. The result is a wild 
sequence that feels like a roller¬ 
coaster ride with real cars. 

After years of “following the 
CG evolution,” using comput¬ 
er generated images to create 
beautiful animated films like 
Happy Feet and Babe: A Pig in 
the City, Mad Max: Fuiy Road dir¬ 
ector George Miller says he was 
keen to go back to “old school” 
filmmaking “with real cars and 
real people and real desert.” 

That means, unlike the Aven¬ 
gers and their iUc, respecting the 
laws of physics by usiug practical 
effects and keeping the action 
earthbound. In other words, in 
a call back to the original Max 
films — Mad Max, Mad Max 2: 


The Road Warrior and Beyond 
Thunderdome — when a car 
blows up it doesn’t rocket into 
space. Instead it explodes spec¬ 
tacularly but organically. The 
wild action you see in Fuiy Road 
are actual stunts performed by 
stunt men and women and not 
generated by a clever computer 
operator in a studio. “It was like 
going back to your old home 
town and looking at it anew,” 
MiUer says. 

Nicholas Hoult, who plays Nux 


in Fury Road, says having the 
stunts performed for real added 
to his performance. 

“Because it was aU real it ac¬ 
tually makes yom job a lot easi¬ 
er,” he said. “Rather than being 
on a stage and having to pretend 
that things are happening around 
you and react to nothing, things 
are actually happening and your 
reactions are real.” 

Carla Gugino says there was 
quite a bit of greenscreen action 
in her earthquake movie San 


Andreas, but adds director Brad 
Peyton “wanted to do as much 
in camera as possible.” 

In one pivotal scene she and 
Dwayne Johnson are in a heli¬ 
copter flying above the carnage. 

“The helicopter was iu a stage, 
on a greenscreen,” she says, “but 
was on a gimbal many, many feet 
up that literally dropped, dove 
and spun. We were twenty-five 
feet off the ground.” 

“I think it makes a diSerence 
in watching the movie too. It 
feels much more viscerally con¬ 
nected.” 

So filmmakers and actors love 
giving audiences the real deal 
thrill of practical effects, but how 
did Tom Cruise, what feel about 
hanging on to the side of an air¬ 
craft in full flight? 

“I was actually scared s—^less,” 
he says.

Then there’s the crust 
itself. First of all, humidity, 
temperature, even altitude, 
need to be considered, al¬ 
though 1 never consider 
them. Also, the clock is 
ticking: Overwork the pas¬ 
try and you’ll get a brick, 
plus, none of the ingredi¬ 
ents can’t get too warm. 
Speaking of ingredients, 
pie crust may only be flour.

fat and water, but it’s the 
most contentious recipe 
in the history of mankind. 
Because what fat will you 
choose to make it? 

1 spoke with 10 Canadian 
home bakers who were all 
pie-making champions for 
one of the first stories 1 
ever wrote for Maclean’s. 
They all used either lard 
(rendered pork fat, like 
Tenderflake) or shorten¬ 
ing for their flaky, winning 
crusts. But professional 
bakers almost always use 
butter, which is far less 
forgiving but produces a 
better-tasting pastry. 

I’ve attempted dozens of 
variations, from all-butter 
recipes to the one that’s 
on the Crisco box. But I’ve 
never rolled out a crust 
without swearing. That 
being said, a combination 
of fats bodes best for me.

the Art of French Cooking, 
while vegetable shortening 
“has a tenderizing effect 
that almost all American 
flours seem to need.” 

On Sunday, 1 set out to 
make a rhubarb pie using 
half butter and half short¬ 
ening. 1 had exactly the 
two-and-a-half-cups of flour 
that the Joy of Cooking 
recipe called for. Jack-pot! 
Only, it smelled musty (1 
haven’t baked since Christ¬ 
mas) and that left me noth¬ 
ing for rolling out the pas¬ 
try. Off to the grocery store 
1 went. Eventually, 1 pulled 
from the oven something 
resembling a pie. It didn’t 
look like Martha Stewart 
made it. But it was deli¬ 
cious. Maybe, as Stewart 
herself might say, that’s a 
good thing.

A war of words: 
commentators 
drop their 
gloves on TV

When director Morgan Neville 
was first presented with old 
footage of debates between 
highbrow thinkers Gore Vi¬ 
dal and William F. Buckley, 
he had no idea it was going 
to make such great cinema. 

“(1 thought) there might 
be a documentary here but 
we didn’t know the context,” 
recalled Neville, who teamed 
up with co-director Robert 
Gordon. “Here are these two 


amazing characters speaking 
like 1 don’t see people speak¬ 
ing on television today. 1 felt 
like it could lead to a lot of 
interesting places.” 

Where it led was to an in¬ 
sightful, acclaimed explora¬ 
tion about the moment when 
television news changed for¬ 
ever in Best of Enemies — the 
highly-anticipated follow-up 
to Neville’s Oscar-winning 
film Twenty Feet From Star¬ 


dom. 

During the 1968 Democrat¬ 
ic and Republican national 
conventions, politically-dis- 
parate commentators Buckley 
and Vidal were hired to fill 
some time for TV’s lowliest 
broadcaster through a series 
of cheaply-produced debates. 
In turn, the two men (who ap¬ 
parently detested each other) 
brought in huge ratings — so 
much so that their heated ex¬ 


changes initiated the dawn of 
pundit news that’s so preva¬ 
lent today. 

“In the old TV world, there 
just wasn’t a lot of debate. 
There wasn’t even much com¬ 
mentary on TV news,” said 
Neville, who once held a job 
as fact-checker for Vidal. 

“Now we have whole chan¬ 
nels that are basically debate 
or commentary. The reality is 
it’s cheap and you don’t need 


intelligent people throwing 
out sparks — you just need 
the sparks. Anyone can do 
that.” 

While that may be true. 
Best of Enemies illustrates 
that nobody on television to¬ 
day even comes close to com¬ 
peting with the sheer wit, 
intelligence and impassioned 
hostility on display in those 
1968 battles between Buckley 
and Vidal.

“Hi, Ms. Atwood?” I nervously 
said, interrupting the Canadian 
literaiy icon’s walk along the 
Saint Pierre coastline with her 
partner, novelist Graeme Gib¬ 
son. “I’m a huge fan of your 
work.” 

Meeting the literaiy power 
couple wasn’t by chance: We 
were all travelling on board 
the Ocean Endeavour, a small 
cruise ship of 198 passengers. 


The vessel is operated by Ad¬ 
venture Ganada, a Mississauga, 
Ont.-based company, which fo¬ 
cuses on reaching wilderness 
destinations in the Arctic and 
beyond. 

Our trip started that day 
on the French island of Saint 
Pierre, 275 kilometres south¬ 
west of St. John’s. The boat then 
began its journey up the west¬ 
ern coast of Newfoundland, fol¬ 
lowed by the eastern edge of 
Labrador, allowing passengers 
to stop and explore Inuit com¬ 
munities like Rose Blanche and 
Nain, and hike striking land¬ 
scapes such as Gros Mome and 
the Tomgat Mountains National 
Parks. The journey would end 
travelling into Ungava Bay to 
Nunavik in northern Quebec. 

While exploring the Arctic 
(spotting wildlife and icebergs, 
reaching remote landscapes via 
10-person Zodiac boats) is 
why many people travel 



with Adventure Ganada, what 
really won me over was all the 
cultural and artistic program¬ 
ming on board. When not ex¬ 
ploring the outdoors, guests 
can attend everything from 
photography workshops and 
naturalist talks to book clubs 
and musical concerts. 

My two-week expedition not 
only welcomed special guests 
Margaret Atwood 


and Graeme Gibson, but sev¬ 
eral notable staff who helped 
deliver this programming, such 
as Billy Gautier, an Inuit carver, 
whose exhibition at the Spirit 
Wrestler Galleiy in Vancouver 
sold out in 18 minutes; and

Hot springs, 
Jane Austen and 
a downtown 
abbey among 
eity’s highlights 


Yes, there really is a natural hot 
spring beneath the city of Bath, 
but soaking in the above-ground 
sights and sounds will leave you 
plenty relaxed. With its Geor¬ 
gian brick buildings and lush 
green lulls, almost everywhere in 
Bath feels like a living postcard. 
With landmarks from Roman 
and medieval times, you may feel 
you’ve landed back in time, but 
the juxtaposition of stately ter¬ 
raced houses and people hustling 
about on smartphones brings 
you out of that fantasy. 

Bath somehow weaves togeth¬ 
er threads of small-town life with 
cosmopolitan sophistication. It 
has galleries, museums and the¬ 
atres. It’s a college town anchored 
by the University of Bath. And it 
is a UNESCO World Heritage site. 

Bath Abbey 

A majestic landmark in the cen¬ 
tre of town, Bath Abbey is the 
third place of worship to occupy 
this site in 1,200 years. The first

Jane Austen Centre 

Novehst Jane Austen hved with 
family in Bath between 1801 
and 1806. Avid readers of Aus¬ 
ten’s work know that Bath was 
a prominent setting in two of 
her books. Persuasion and North- 
anger Abbey. But even fans only 
familiar with the movie adapta¬ 
tions will geek out inside the 



Jane Austen Centre. 

The three-storey building on 
Gay Street has a perma¬ 
nent exhibit and tea 
room. The experi¬ 
ence reaches de¬ 
lightfully Austen- 
tatious levels with 
employees clad in 
period clothing giv¬ 
ing brief orientations 
on the novehst. 

Royal Crescent 

This half-moon formation of 
Georgian townhouses is one of 
Bath’s most famous architectur¬ 
al masterpieces, an arc-shaped 
cluster of buildings set behind 
a green field. The first home. 
No. 1 Royal Crescent, where for¬ 
mer Parliament member Heniy 
Sanford hved in the late 1700s, 
is also a museum. 

Rooms are furnished in 18th- 
centuiy style, with a ghmpse of 
the upstairs-downstairs lifestyle 
of the era (think Downton Abbey 
but 150 years earher).

With a htde more than a month 
of glorious summer left, 1 urge 
eveiyone to hit our great out¬ 
doors. According to the 2015 
North American Camping Re¬ 
port, an independent study sup¬ 
ported by Kampgrounds of Amer¬ 
ica Inc. (KOA), camping has made 
a comeback. 

The fall in gas prices has re¬ 
sulted in people taking more 
road trips and diose same people 
are spending more nights camp¬ 
ing while they travel. Among 
campers who said that decreased 
gas prices would impact this 
year’s travel plans, 88 per cent 
say it would allow them to 
camp more often and 86 per 
cent were planning to visit new 
campgrounds.
